"Comics are being criticized by 
everyone," declared Dr. Rosvold 
at a meeting of the psychology 
club last night. "However." he con- 
tinued, "despite the increasing 
sales of comic books, the Bure.iu 
of Slali.stics claims that juvenile 
(Iclintiuency is dccreasins." 

Dr. Rosvold says that the people 
who complain about comic books 
do so because of some guilt feel- 
ing; the comics arouse reactions In 
these people which they fear they 
cannot control. 

"The rclalionihip bclwrcn comic 
books and dclintiucncy is a slalii- 
tical fallacy," he declared, "and 
there is a great number of comic 
books read weekly, yet there Ls no 
proof that they have led directly 
to crime." If it is a fact. Dr. Ros- 
vold continued, then it is remark- 
able that there is not more Juv- 
enile delinquency.. 

According to Dr. Rosvold, if it is 
true that children become delin- 
quents by copying comic book 
heroes, then we. should be blamed 
for not providing more substanti-il 
ideals. Thus if this tendency exists, 
it is for a failure in our society 
that we must look, 

"Why arc the comic books being 
attacked?" he asked. "This Is a 
perfect example of a scapegoat 
mechanism." Dr. Rosvold does not 
believe, that comics induce delin- 



quency- People attack comics be 
cause'they have failed to do their 
own jobs. Comics give us second- 
hand experience. We identify our- 
selves with the characters and en- 
joy their experiences. 

"There Li Ml one of us who 
would not like to be a Superman, ' 
stated the speaker. "Tliis vicarious 
experience is the basis of our CU' 
joyment of all good literature, mo 
tion pictures and plays.

Althoush She Stoops to Conquer 
has for more than 170 yeara been 
eonaldered one of the beat comedies 
of the Enctiali theatre, it strussled 
to Ufa under the most dlicouraging 
possible eircumttanees. 

The author, Goldsmith, was a 
lovable human being and disting- 
uished man of letters; but he was 
also a thoroughly feckless business- 
man, perpetually in debt and 
trouble. She Stoops was written 
frankly for money: "Goldy" had 
happy memories of the five hun 
dred pounds his first play had 
brought him. Unfortunately, how 
ever, when he gave the work to 
Colman, manager of the Covent 
Garden Theatre, it remained in the 
letter's indifferent handa for 
months. Goldsmith grew increase 
ingly hard-pressed, and finally 
wrote Colman begging for a déci- 
sion, with a pathetic reference to 
hia creditors. His letter concluded 
rather desperately: "For Go^'i sake 
take the play and let ui make the 
best of it . . ." Colman replied by 
sending back the m.a., with dero 
Satory remarks scrawled in the 
margins. <i 

It was at this point that Gold- 
smith's friend Dr. Johnson inter- 
vened. He called one day on Col- 
.Dan. and by dint of sheer verbal 
skill, willpower and bodily bulk. 



extorted a promise from him to 
produce the pity. But even as 
Colman went about preparations to 
stage the work, he sulkily pre- 
dicted failure for it. Some of the 
best aetors in his company shared 
his views and refused to act in the 
piece. Several days before the 
opening, a title had not yet been 
found, until Goldsmith finally 
struck at the last minute on the 
play's present name. 

In spite of all these drawbacio, 
however, the first performance of 
Ihe play, on March 15, 1773, was 
enthusiastically received. It was 
not considered well-bred In those 
days of neo-classic restraint and 
elegance to laugh too heartily; but 
even such exquisites as Horace 
Walpole and his clique had to admit 
that the comedy made them "laugh 
very much." 

Thus Goldsmith scored a triple 
triumph: proved She Sloops a 
truly funny play; in Act I, scene I, 
lampooned the critics who had 
sneered at his first play for being 
"low;" and — which perhaps made 
him happiest of all — made anoth- 
er 500 pounds out of the venture. 
The thousands of audiences who 
have enjoyed She Stoops to Con- 
quer since lis opening night are 
not likely to begrudge poor Goldy 
any of these just rewards.

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The coming Goethe Festival, to 
be held on the evening of March 
23 in Meyae^all, is quite an event 
for the Germair Department at Mc- 
Giil. Both professors and students 
arc co-operating to make it a suc- 
cess. The Conscrvalorium and 
Choral Society have also been ask- 
ed to contribute to the musical part 
of the programme, and German 
students with dramatle talent will 
be given an opportunity to show 
what they can do. 

The cause of all this excitement 
is the two hundredth anniversary 
of Johann Wolfgang von Goethe, 
who was born in Frankfor|.on-the- 
Main, Germany, on August 2S, 1740. 

He was educated mostly at home 
during his earlier years, but went 
to the University of Leipzig, and 
later to the University of St rass- 
buru to study law. There he became 
acquainted with the prevalent ad- 
miration for the worka of Shake- 
speare and popular poetry, and 
when he returned home, he wrote 
two dramas, Gotz von Bcrllchingen 
and Prometheus. 

Like many of the English writers 
with whom we arc more familiar. 
Goethe was inspired by the pretty 
daughter of his pastor to write 
some of his most perfect lyrics. At 
this time he was officially prac- 
tising law, although his real in- 
terest lay In literary pursuits. His 
novel, Werther, published during 
this period, made him famous all 
over Europe. 

In 1775. the Duke of Weimar call- 
ed Goethe to the Capital, where he 
was given a very Important posi- 
tion in the duchy. Soon the bril- 
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liant and affable young man be- 
came Ihe leader of the social and 
political circles in Weimar, 

After a stay of two years in Italy, 
he wrote two plays, Tasso and 
Iphigenie, which showed classic 
colouring. He became a great friend 
of Schiller, and when he died In 
1804, Goethe was deeply touched. 
He produced some lovely ballads 
and elegies In bis memory. 

In 1808, Goethe wrote the first 
part of Faust, whose simple power 
was to captivate all its readers, and 
make Its writer world famous. 
Later he published a collection of 
poems in Imitation of Oriental 
poetry. They are airy and graceful, 
like the work of a youth rather"!!^ 
than of a man of seventy. He kept 
writing lyrics and dramas until 
the end of his life in 1832. 

The programme of the Festival jî* 
will consist of several of Goethe's 'Si 
lyrics put to music by various com-lS 
posers, to ■ be sung by Shirley 
Sproule and the Choral Society; 
Mario Duschenes will play some of 
the compositions on the flute. There 
will also be two scenes, one from 
Egmont and one from Faust^ pre- 
sented during the evening, to be 
followed by dramatic interpréta- :D 
tions from a selection of his poems. !^ 
Tickets for this performance, at ;^ 
50c and 79c may be obtained from j?! 
the German Department or the " 
Central Ticket Office.

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The Other Tree 
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! Here Is a tree. Shapely branches, 
fresh gretn leaves, a strong trunk 
iit the bottom of these sweet and 
lender twigs — what a beautiful 
achievement of nature in a tree 
that is still so young.

But here is some queer scar on 

this side of the trunk. Not a scar 
you would notice at first, but sure- 
ly a queer one for such a shapely 
tree. What a pity that this scar 
"hould exist— it is the only flaw 
:hat we can see from here. It is 
so out of place, this long cruel scar 
—so out of place In this beautiful 
young tree. 

Few bemgs in the forest could 
tell from where that scar had come. 
Not the squirrels that looped over 
the branches; not the birds that 
fluttered overhead. They were too 
new: they did not know the his- 
tory of this tree. But, over there oit 
the rocky ground, a forgotten tree 
trunk lay rotting In the shade. It 
could tell; it knew the story of that 
scar— so out of place— It knew the 
story well. For the history of the 
one was the history of the other; 
and where one had thrived, the 
other— could tell the talé. 

For once, not too far back, these 
two trees had both bten saplings 
together. Side by side they had 
grown, reaching together into the 
vital summer air. And once their 
plans had been ohe — they would 
grow together Into solid maples, 



and maybe be the grand old trees 
of the sugar bush. Their branches 
intertwined, grew ever closer, 
Their two trunks grew ever tall- 
er, ever stronger. 

So placid Up of cruelty — the 
wlldncss of the forest your trees 
must think of sun and soil, must 
always think of sun and soil. To 
be beautiful and strong, nature 
bids them always to think of sun 
and soil.

As 
they fell away, there was left on 
the other's bark a long cruel scar, 
where once the two triées had 
rubbed. 

Who are we to judge? As the 
proper environments were estab- 
lishcd, nature shaped her master 
In this thriving tree. And yet for 
nature's sake, it would alway 
carry something of that long cruel 
scar. It was not too out of place, 
that scar. 

And through the forest the birds' 
and squirrels chattered In the many 
shapely young trees, and looked 
down pityingly at the many rotting 
trunks to bi forgotten on the rocky 
k cs osground.
